SACRAMENTO, CAL., May 14, 1972 — 
Brad Lackey came through the back 
door to wallop his foes in the Open 
class while Gunnar Lindstrom had a 
wild scrimmage to take the 250 Pro 
class at today’s opening round of the 
National Cup Series promoted by 
Leisuretech at the - Cal Expo 
Fairgrounds.

That's when Lackey began to pour on 
the gas and took up the chase. By the 
late stages, he had moved up to second 
place but seemed destined to not catch 
Jones, who now appeared to be pacing 
himself in the 100-degree temperature. 
But Lackey wouldn't give in and cut the 
lead from eight seconds down to 
nothing in three laps over the .8 mile 
course and on the powdery uphill in 
front of the grassy knoll, Jones got 
sideways and Lackey shot by to take a 
short-lived lead. 

Two-thirds of a lap later, Jones was

Both riders lost quite a few seconds 
getting untangled and Jones got going 
first, still retaining the lead having had it 
built up tremendously in the first 15 
minutes.

But the showdown didn’t get a 
chance to develop as Jones pulled off 
the track while running third, hindered 
by a broken front brake cable. He got it 
repaired and re-entered the race four 
laps down, giving Lackey the apparent 
win, 

Brad had gone into the final round 
tied with Rich Thorwaldson (Suz), who 
had a second and third in the initial 
motos, but Rich got into trouble about 
the same time Jones did and re-entered 
the race almost a full lap down. 

This gave Rob Norgaard (CZ) the 
opening he needed and he managed a 
second overall. Jones got bumped all the 
way down to eighth after the Olympic 








Scoring System was computed. Jim 
Cooke (Kaw) was third. 

Peter Lamppu (Mon) was in the hunt 
in the 250 class, but Gunnar Lindstrom 
aced out his fellow European transplant 
to win all three trips across the finish 
line. 

Lamppu’s brute strength forced its 
way into the lead of the first race with 
Gunnar on his rear wheel for most of 
the first half. Then Gunnar got by and 
that was it, even though Lamppu never 
gave up. 

While negotiating for a new ride, 
John DeSoto showed up with his new 
CZs and was running third in the first 
moto when the engine seized, He got 
the parts fixed to start the next round, 
but the young machine just couldn’t 
hack the heat and dust and soon soured 
up putting John out. 

Yamaha’s ace Jim Weinert, third 
overall, put on the come-from-behind 
show. A bad start put Weinert way back 
in the field in the first round’s start, but 
perseverance pushed him through the 
ranks to begin hounding Lamppu in the 
final few tours.

Today's races weren't nearly as bad, 
dust-wise, as Saturday's Amateur 
program. Dust, coupled with the high 
temperature (measured as high as 120 
near the windless start area) made for 
miserable conditions.

Boy, did Super Joe clear 14 cars!

SACRAMENTO, CALIF., May 13, 1972 
— Super Joe cleared 14 cars and a 
landing ramp today...and walked away 
suffering from a broken collarbone, 
broken wrist and a re-injured back. 

The jump was spectacular and would 
have been fabulous for 20 cars or so, 
but Joe miscalculated the distance, 
angle and speed and wound up 
overshooting his target by some 15 feet. 
The take-off ramp was set on a slight 
angle and Joe had to travel uphill to 
reach it. At the speed he attained 
(approximately. 80 mph), the ramp 
vaulted him some 30 feet into the air 
and a lot farther than he expected, 
obviously. 

Upon landing, the rear wheel barely 
touched the base of the ramp, but the 
front crashed into the gravel surface and 
exploded into flying spokes. The force 
of the sudden blow tossed Super Joe

over the bars and onto the ground, 
where he tumbled down the road with 
his bike. 

He never lost consciousness but laid 
in pain for a few minutes while being 
attended to by the ambulance 
personnel. Then, with help, Joe got to 
his feet and slowly walked to the 
ambulance. 

He is reported to have been slightly in 
shock the following morning, but he 
said he would return to jumping as soon 
as possible. Doctors are reported to have 
said "about five weeks", 

The promoters claim the jump was 
141 feet, three feet short of his San Jose 
jump last fall. AMA officials on hand 
would neither verify nor deny that 
distance when asked, however. A first 
hand account, though, would seem to 
support the distance; Super Joe Einhorn 
went one hell of a long way to clear 14 
cars.

LAND, LOTS OF LAND 

The California Recreational Trails 
Committee is meeting in Los Angeles on 
May 18th and 19th in the Auditorium 
of the New State Building, 107 South 
Broadway, Los Angeles, California. We 
are trying to do as much as can be done 


‘for off-road vehicles, but to date have 


lacked the support of user groups at the 
Committee meetings. 

The Trails Committee is charged with 
the responsibility of coordinating and 
developing trails systems throughout the 
State. It has long been a bastion of 
strength for the equestrians only 
because those groups are organized and 
make their demands known to the 
Committee in public testimony. Your 
full page notice on AB 2342, tells the 
cyclist what he has to do to register, but 
it does not tell him what he has to do to 
obtain these parks and trails in his area. 

The most important things are 
organization, preparation of maps, 
coordination with the County Planning 
Commission and lastly having the trails 
adopted into the County’s master plan. 
Once AB 2342 gets rolling, the Counties 
will be entitled to 50% of the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Trust funds for 
these purposes and it will be on a first 
come first serve basis. (County provides 
25% — Off-Highway Vehicle Trust Fund 
75%). The Counties of Southern 
California, having the largest population 
of motorcyclists, should begin to 
develop their plans now so that they 
may have first crack at the matching 
money of AB 2342 when it becomes 
available. Representatives of off-road 
user groups may be interested in 
attending the — Recreational — Trails 
Committee meeting to get some insight 
into the problems of setting up trail 
systems and parks in California. 

The Committee will begin taking 
public testimoney 1:30 p.m. May 18, 
1972 continuing through May 19, 1972 
until all persons are heard. If at all 
possible written copies of the testimony 
should be given to Committee members 
at the hearing.

One legislator after 
another, upon reviewing the bill 
proposed by the Sierra Club, was heard 
to say, "That's Z'berg's AB 3069 of last 
year! I wouldn't touch that turkey with 
a ten-foot pole". 

In case you aren't too good at 
remembering numbers, AB 3069 was 
the 1971 bill by Assemblyman Z'berg

The Juniors also had their 
jollies with several of them going faster 
than their ability and dumping it. But 
whenever there’s a big purse, everyone 
starts getting a bit more hungry. 

The Experts, of course, were super, 
but did you see the bank-shot Roberts 
did off Lawwill? Whee! Saturday night 
really shook me a bit and, out comes ye 
olde soap box. Moving around the track, 
‘cause the press boxes were stuffed with 
visiting dignitaries and friends, we had 
the bad luck to be right at the exact 
spot when Keith Masbhurn went down. 
What caused it, haven't the foggiest. The 
front end of the Triumph just did a 
quick twitch (collapsed fork maybe?) 
and down Keith went, and hard. Now 
damn it, he was lying at the exit of the 
half-mile turn -right ~ where the 
on-coming riders couldn’t see him until 
they were on top of him.

I checked the rule book and could 
only find that the referee is responsible 
for positioning flagmen, not the number 
of same so it looked as if they just 
didn’t have enough personnel. So you 
guys, listen to mother. Get your heads 
together with your professional reps and 
see if a rule change on the number of 
flagmen shouldn’t be put in the rule 
book next year. Something like ‘...all 
turns shall have one flagman, two at the 
discretion of the referee if a turn is 
considered more difficult than others, 
especially at National events."

There comes a time in each man’s life 
where he must make some sort of 
monumental decision. One that will 
create much more work for him than he 
ever dreamed possible. Such decisions 
were made by General Douglas 
MacArthur more than once. On 
Corregidor in 1941, he had to decide to 
retreat to fight another day. In 1952, he 
held his forces back behind the Yalu 
River to fight the Chinese Communist 
who were streaming in, rather than 
pressing the attack, for political reasons. 

The decision to fight for land is fast 
coming to the motorcyclist and like 
General MacArthur, the time and the 
decision is right now. It wasn’t too long 
until the General was replaced, after he 
fell into disfavor with the political 
mucky-mucks. Now the analogy applies 
to you and me. Not just from the 
political mucky-mucks but from the 
legal side. 

A landmark decision is about to be 
turned out by the Contra Costa 
Superior Court that just might take 
away all the land that motorcyclists ride 
on. That’s right, all the land, not just 
public but private, too, Go ahead and 
laugh and say pshaw, or whatever term 
you have that means I’m full of Carroll 
Shelby's Texas chili. It's true and if the 
motorcyclist doesn't get on the stick, 
and on the bandwagon, and organize to 
fight for his rights, motorcycle dealers, 
distributors and you riders won't have a 
sport or business or anything because it 
will be illegal, as in, against the law. You 
that yawn and don't care, better sell 
your motors while the price is still good, 
because it's going to go down fast when 
the world finds out that motorcycling is 
a nuisance, 

The word “nuisance” is what sums up 
this week's problems of why we, the 
motorcycle riders of America, will be a 
thing of the past off the road. 

For those millions of you who 
haven't heard of the Save the Hills 
campaign, lean back, take of swig of 
your favorite brew and get ready for a 
hair-raiser that has all the ingredients of 
Hitler gassing the Jews. 

Out on the hills of Point Richmond, 
Ca., lies a small unassuming building 
that houses the Richmond Ramblers 
Motorcycle Club. Behind the house is a 
rather small expanse of ground that is 
part of a much larger amount of 
acreage. Some 400 acres in total size 
with owners that are many and varied. 

Over 20 years ago, these hills were 
the playgrounds of the very few 
motorcycle riders, kite flyers, model 
airplane guys and even a few hikers. The 
land wasn't marked by signs or such, 
and so over the years as the sport of 
motorcycling grew, so did the use of the 
Hills..... 

As the use grew so did the 
surrounding population until one day 
somebody complained. One thing led to 
another and all of a sudden, the owners 
said, “Git!” “But hey, wait, man, we've . 
been using this here hunk of land for a 
long time and how come we got to git?” 
“Well, because it don’t belong to you. 
It's private property." 

The land belongs, in part, to ARCO, 
an oil company, which presumbably 
sells gas" and oil to motorcycle riders, 
and other assorted individuals including 
local Assemblyman Knox, but it isn't 
listed under his name, only a concern of 
his that holds title to same. So the fight 
becomes political as well as legal when 
the club members finally stand up for 
their rights to use this land. Why do 
they have a right, you say? 

Enter Tom Shelby, attorney and 
Richmond Ramblers member. “The 
entire hunk of land is dedicated to the 
public.” Why so, sir, you might ask? 
“We proved in a court of law that that 
land had been used by the public over a 
sufficient period of time for various 
reasons and therefore, because of the 
law on land use, it was in fact dedicated 
to the public.” Well then, why all the 
fuss? If it’s dedicated to the public let’s 
get on it and ride. “The problem is 
almost unbelievable, actually it is 
unbelievable and I hope to fight it 
through the appelate court if it isn’t 
solved. The superior court has found 
that the activity of motorcycling is a 
nuisance and therefore illegal. Like 
anybody that rides a motorcycle for 
sport in the dirt, is creating a nuisance 
and that makes it illegal. The major 
point to realize is that if this goes 
through it sets a precedent for other 
rulings and it could have its greates 
effect on other land use. A man could 
donate his land to a motorcycle park 
and easily get turned down for a permit 
just by a zoning board reference to this 


ruling saying that motorcycling is a 
nuisance end illegal." I hope that you all 
are getting the point. Can you imagine 
what the consequences could be for all 
the tracks around the country? All the 
cycle parks that are in business? All the 
public government land in use? 

If you aren’t just a little perturbed by 
all this and haven’t gotten a couple of 
“unconstitutional” regurgitations out 
by now, then you aren’t serious enough 
a rider to worry about. For the rest of 
you that are a little P.O.ed, action time 
is now, The legal apparatus is after us. 
The time to fight is here and the fight is 
on to Save the Hills, 

Now for the pitch. It takes money to 
fight in court and this battle will cost 
thousands and thousands. If the 
precedent is set, the Ramblers will lose 
their land and will be unable to put on 
race events to make up the bucks that 
have already gone into the fight. For 
this reason, the fight to save the hills 
becomes your fight and you must help 
pay for it. That may sound a little heavy 
for some who live in Iowa and 
Louisiana, but if this law becomes 
precedent, then there won't be anything 
left to fight for or ride on. 

Two outfits need your help, one is 
the Ramblers’ SAVE THE HILLS 
FUND, the other, Russ Sanford of 
MORE. The two are fighting the bad 
guys. By the way, you did know that we 
are the good guys. The oppressed are 
always the good guys and we certainly 
are oppressed. If you don’t act, you 
may not ride.

TRICK TIP FOR SUZUKI 400 
OWNERS: One of our staff used a CN 
want ad to sell his super-trick Suzuki 
400 a few weeks ago. He solditright off 
the clam, but he’s still getting inquiries. 
Many people are calling just to find out 
where they can get the special gears 
mentioned in the ad. One dealer called 
all the way from Ohio. Well, here's the 
skinny. It seems the 1971 TM400 had 
some bad gears, notably second and 
third. Second gear would self-destruct 
because the dog grooves didn't line up 
with the dogs. Third driven gear would 
go pooh when the bronze bushing insert 
separated from the gear body. Suzuki's 
crack team of engineers have licked the 
second gear problem by lining the dogs 
up with the grooves (clever) and the 
third gear problem by making it one 
piece. You can't miss the new third gear 
because it's pink. Now you will have to 
do your shift forks їп lavendar. 
Anyway, the gears are now available to 
the world. The part number is listed in 
the 1972 Suzuki parts manual. Good 
luck and happy shifting.

We went to Auto-Expo to check out all 
the outlandish four-wheelers and were 
surprised to come across some sort of 
weird semi-cycle back in the corner. It is 
called the ''Bi-Car" and is registered like 
a motorcycle. The difference is that it is 
enclosed. When you come to a stop you 
lower two support wheels which keep 
you from keeling over like the quy on 
the trike on "Laugh-in". It uses a 
Kawasaki 500 engine although the 
three-quarter litre (as the car guys 
would say) K-3 is also available. The 
way that they get the thing to back up 
is by running the engine backwards. 





They have two sets of ignition Sensors. 
Shut the engine off and switch to the 
other set. Very tricky. We will try to 
bring more info in a bit.

It is rather frightening to think about 
what is going to happen to Formula 750 
road racing when Yamaha introduces 
their 750 two-stroke. If it is the four 
cylinder water cooled version that they 
showed briefly, it will have dimensionsjust 
slightly larger than the 350 water cooled 
screamer that they are campaigning so 
successfully in Europe. That 350 is said 
to put out 70 ponies. It also holds lap 
records at several tracks over there. That 
means that the 750 racer can find a 
pretty easy 110 to 120 hp. That would 
put it at the head of its class in power.

This is the initial column in a series 
that will run during {һе speedway 
season. The main attempt is to 


‘familiarize you with, and report, 


speedway happenings to the readers of 
Cycle News. Speedway is the fastest 
growing form of motorcycle 
competition on the west coast and yet it 
seems there are still fewer accomplished 
riders than compete in an average Hare 
and Hound. Maybe a few sore points 
will be exposed, and maybe that will be 
good for the sport. Often those that are 
too close to a particular form of racing 
never see the shortcomings, and those 
that are distant never see the good 
points. У 

Not being exactly sure what direction 
this column will eventually take, I'm 
going to dive right in and pass on some 
of the more interesting things that have 
happened so far this season. 

Don Castro made his first ride of the 
season at Digger's track in Bakersfield 
on Wednesday. He looked a little 
wobbly at the apex of each corner but 
ended up with a second in the handicap 
consolation. Castro may well be the 
smartest national numbered rider the 
AMA has. He realizes that in between 
the big nationals a few dollars can be 
made riding speedway on the new 
schedule. 

The new schedule, in case you're not 
familiar: Tuesday at Venutra, 
Wednesday at Bakersfield and Reno, 
Thursday at Irwindale, Friday at Costa 
Mesa and Sacramento, Saturday at Napa 
and soon at the L.A. Coliseum, Maybe 
you didn’t even know all that racing was 
going on. 

Speedway must be interesting to 
someone at the head office of the AMA, 
as the Competition Congress adopted a 
complete set of rules to govern the 
events. The AMA’s rules are very 
different than those that the Speedway 
Racing Association has adopted and 
refined in the last few years and both 
rule books are different from the one 
that the FIM uses. It seems a great 
shame that everybody couldn’t get their 
heads together ‘before they go for each 
other’s throats, 

Grapevine rumors have speedway 
running, or about, to start, in such areas 
as Ohio, Florida, Louisiana, and 
possibly New Jersey. The main problem 
is that rumors are the hardest races to 
ride so if anyone has real concrete 
evidence let us know. 

-Now a comment that many of you 
non-speedway nuts may not like. 
Speedway is the most exciting form of 
motorcycle competition in the world, 
While you're stewing about that 
personal comment take note of the 
following fact, especially you motocross 
racers that beat your brains out for $20 
prize money every week, each of those 
above listed speedway events has to pay 
guaranteed prize money of $1,025.00 
minimum. If there is a large spectator 
turnout, the minimum then becomes 
30% of the gate. 

Danny Becker is a name that you are 
going to be hearing a lot more of in the 
next few months. He is the brightest 
new star to come along on the circuit. 
Eighteen years of age and beginning to 
put it to the established speedway riders 
where it hurts, in the ego and the 
pocketbook. Last year at this time 
everybody thought that Danny was too 
fragile to cut it as he seemed to break 
something every time he got off. And he 
got off quite a bit. Now he has put the 
jigsaw puzzle together and is shaking up 
the troops. 

Sonny Nutter picked up a new 
sponsor that should help him, and make 
a few others eat their hearts out, NGK 
Spark Plugs. Three scooters and all the 
plugs he can eat. 

Rick Woods picked up so many 
sponsors that he must have hired an 
agent during the off season. It seems 
that everybody loves a winner, except 
the second place guy. 

Rick is riding a new scooter that you 
might be interested in getting a better 
look at. A titanium frame, much bucks, 
and just in time for the international 
ban on titanium for speedway.

The doors opened with a bang at Ascot 
with the time trials giving the notice of 
what was to come the rest of the 
evening. No less than five riders time 
trialed in the twenty two second 
bracket, the most that have ever gone 
that fast in a single night of Friday night 
racing. 

Mert Lawwill and Tom Rockwood 
raced each other for fast time honors 
with Lawwill, the official one lap track 
record holder, edging Tom by a tick or 
two of the clock. Back of these two 
came Dave Aldana and John Hateley. 

Lawwill, who learned his racing 
at Ascot, and has been trying to 
again find the groove here, topped 
Hateley, Gene Romero and Mel Lacher 
in the opening heat race. 

Rockwood countered in the second 
heat by coming from third place with 
less than two laps to go to defeat 
Gillespie, Ron Moore and Dave Sehl. 
Aldana was in the third heat, riding a 
four-in-a-row win streak, losing his heat 
race only on opening night. 

But Lloyd Houchins was the man 
that put it on Aldana along with 
Oregon's Mark Williams. Houchins had 
it won until the final few yards when 
something happened to the machine. He 
finished fourth. Williams came on to 
win with Dewayne Keeter shining for 
the only time during the program, 
taking second. Aldana ran third most of 
the way and transferred to the Semi. 

Road racer Mike Lane made his first 
appearance as a dirt track Expert and 
found out the hard way one cannot, 
especially as a rookie, spot the Ascot 
aces in four weeks of competition, Mike 
stuffed himself into the north turn wall 
early in the final heat. Then he tried to 
get back into the race, but ran into 
another rider — in the pits!!

Aldana, Romero and Moore then ran 
one-two-three in the Semi with 
Canadian Dave Sehl unable to finish 
high enough for a transfer to the final. 
The Trophy Dash was again Aldana, 
topping  Lawwill Rockwood апа 
Hateley. It was the Norton rider's 
second Dash victory of the year. 

Gillespie, who had lost the heat race 
on the final lap to Rockwood, looked 
like he wanted to take it all in the 
Expert final.

49ER ENDURO

FOREST HILL, CALIF., April 16, 1972 
— As usual the Polka Dot MC of 
Sacramento put together an excellant 
performance with their 9th Annual 
49’er Enduro here at Forest Hill, Calif. 
There had been some question over the 
previous months as to where they would 
run this year’s Enduro but during the 
last month they made arrangements to 
run it as usual. 

This was my very first Enduro and I 
had borrowed a full race 400 Husky 
motocrosser as my mount for the event. 
I did make it to the gas check, where I 
recuperated awhile and then took on 
the second half, only to go about 
twenty miles before I could take no 
more. The bike was running fine. I was 
the one that was running out of steam, 

At the start of the race everything 
looked fine with all the riders getting 
off to a comfortable first few miles. 
Then I and several others made the first 
mistake by following another dummy 
off the trail. We got back onto the trail 
again, late. The Polka Dots put up a sign 
that said “test your brakes”, just like 
the ones on highways. We went down a 
steep hill that seemed headed to the 
middle of the earth. There was a 
slippery turn at the bottom which some 
of us made and some (me) didn't. 

Got going again and ran into another 
little item that divided the pack up real 
good: the first water hole, about eight 
miles out. This is where I watched the 
race for a little bit while my bike dried 
out. I had, to laugh at some of the goofy 
things that happen at such a place. The 
water was only about three feet deep 
and not over six feet across, but there 
was no way to jump it and with so 
many riders like myself with their bikes 
cluttering up things, the real enduro 
riders could only hope for the best 
when they made their crossing . Then 
up a muddy slope on the other side and 
on down the trail; 

I finally did get started and settled 
down for a fun ride, enjoying the 
scenery, which is just fantastic in this 
part of the state. The trail was well 
marked" 3I the way" as' we wemt'up hill 


and dale heading for the first check 
which was located on a road, Into the 
check and out the other side we went. 
We made several creek crossings and did 
some hill climbing over shale hills that 
took skill. I thanked my lucky stars for 
the big 400. I could just point it and 
close my eyes and would find myself at 
the top. 

Just before we all came into the gas 
check at Iowa Hill,the Polka Dots put in a 
tricky few miles of creek bed with sheer 
mountains on each side. We had to take 
to the boulders and ride in and out of 
the creek that ran down the middle of 
the valley, The first half of the 100 mi 
Enduro was a 24 mph average and the 
second half was a 20 mph average. 

You enduro riders аге really 
supermen. I don’t care what they say 
about motocross. 

After we left the gas check and 
headed out on the second half the going 
was not too bad, but the higher we went 
the more water and mud there was. I 
got caught on a hill that was only 
several hundred feet high, but the mud 
was really bad for us late riders and 
someone was stuck at the top of the 
hill. About a half an hour later I got on 
my way and into check five, backwards. 

Leaving, 1 got stuck again after check 
five, and it was at this time that I made 


the decision to take leave of this 
foolishness before I ended мир а 
permanent part of the Forest Hill 


scenery. 

The rest of the track went on up into 
some snowy sections with many: miles 
of riding in the snow and slosh. The 
riders really dug on this section but 
many got into trouble. Not having 
ridden on snow’ before, many stuck 
their heads in it. 

Heading back toward the finish and 
into the final check, the course became 
very muddy. There was a river crossing 
just out from the finish line that left 
many riders on it’s banks. 

Everyone was sitting around talking 
about the race and enjoying themselves 
as the results were posted and the sun 
set.

The class started without a class room, 
(they later shared the auto shop and 
drafting rooms) with a $30 budget, and 
one set of metric wrenches.

Some of the 
other manufacturers donated some 
repair manuals and the Honda tools 
seemed to fit a lot of motorcycles.

FOOLS GOLD ENE

GEORGETOWN, CAL., May 13, 1972 

An enduro on Saturday! Well, why 
not? Sunday was Mother’s Day which 
would guarantee that a certain number 
of riders would stay home and besides, 
there was another enduro not too far 
away already scheduled for Sunday. But 
even beyond that, with an enduro on 
Satruday, it would give the riders 
Sunday to get their bikes out if 
necessary, and they wouldn’t have to 
miss work. Of course, it was a bit tough 
on Los Angeles riders driving 500 miles 
Friday night for an eight o'clock start 
Saturday morning...That seemed to be 
the reasoning behind the scheduling of 
the CERA North Fool's Gold. Enduro 
on Saturday and it wasn't far off. They 
attracted some 560 entries. Not many 
were from Southern California, though. 

Since driving all night before a run 
isn’t my idea of fun, I’d have probably 
elected to skip this one too, except that 
someone in that CERA bunch had the 
bright idea to send down a couple of 
paid entries to Cycle News with a little 
note on the bottom that said, “Ron, are 
you ready to ride a REAL enduro?” 
Can a mouse resist cheese? I loaded up 
my wife and Matador and headed up 
incredibly dull Interstate 5, All the way 
to Georgetown. Got there at five a.m. 
Whoopee. 

Warm up for this run was 8.4 miles of 
fireroad at 24 miles an hour and a first 
taste of Georgetown’s famous red dust, 
They haven't had any rain for awhile so 
the dust was a fairly steady thing. It 
wasn't really that bad, though. We 
rearely had to slow down for it, 

The first trail was a kind of. trench 
about six feet wide and 10 feet.deep 
with quite a lot of brush and small trees 
growing in it. Unfortunately, it was only 
1.5 miles long but it was really a fun 
trail. You had to be a magician to get 
around anyone on it though, and the 
schedule — nine mph — was fast enough 
that you didn’t want to find yourself 
stuck behind some klutz who was 
dragging both feet. 

The rest of the morning section was 
fireroad, powerline road and fairly easy

trail at 24 and — are you ready for this 
— 21 miles an hour. Weird schedule 
speeds are kind of fun when you're 
riding fireroads. Gives the club a chance 
to sort out the timekeepers, and the 
racers too, 

The best section of the Fool's Gold 
Enduro came along right after the 
15-minute gas stop. The club found an 
old railbed that had been used for 
logging some 30 to 50 years ago by the 
Michigan Railway Co. (I think!). The 
rails were gone and, in some places 
nothing but the bed was left. Other 
places, the ties were still just as they had 
been. But mostly there were 
intermittent ties jumbled at crazy angles 
and overgrown with brush. There were 
some good downed logs for jumping and 
lots of mud puddles to trap the unwary. 
In places where the railbed disappeared, 
there were neat narrow little trails 
through the timber with barely room 
for your handlebars. I can’t remember 
off-hand many better enduro trails. And 
the schedules were just right too. You 
had to really move but they weren’t 
impossible. 

All good things end, and our trail did 
too. We went back to fireroads and 
easier trail for a long 54,0 mile section. 
There was just enough raunchy road and 
trail in this section to make the 24-mph 
schedule pretty difficult to keep. Near 
the end of it we finally got to’ the 
second gas check, a bit late for some 
riders. The gas truck guy wound up 
hauling-gas to a couple of them who 
couldn't quite make 50 miles. 

To wind things up, the club had 
found aneat bit of trail leading back to 
the camp. It crossed a creek, went upa 
neat sidchill game track, through some 
tight woods with fallenlogsand generally 
fun riding for the last “stretch, 
Unhappily, a couple things conspired to 
wreck their plans. First, a bottleneck 
developed. I found myself in line with a 
couple of dozen bikes in front of me 
and nowhere to go. We were going up 
the sidehill game track, pretty narrow, 
with a steep drop-off. I figured there 
was some big log or steep climb ahead.

Still determined to 
regain the lead, Goade did not give up 
the chase, but instead tried to find a 
high passing groove as he skimmed the 
crash wall. Coming out of the north 
turn on the final lap, the inevitable 
happened, Goade hit the wall and as he 
lay by his overturned machine, was 
narrowly missed by the passing field of 
riders. Luckily, Goade came off the 
ground with only a bruised right elbow.

Bart Markel’s crash in the Colorado 
Springs Mile National at the end of 
April will put him out of action for all, 
or most, of the season. Bart will be in 
Memorial Hospital in Colorado Springs 
until at least mid-May. The report is he 
will then be on crutches for at least 
three months. It could spell finish to a 
long and colorful career in cycle racing 
as this was to be Bart’s last season, 
according to Bart.

Knievel also jumps at this one, 
and long time track conditioner, Harold 
Murrell from California has been hired 
to prepare the long time oval that is 
located next to downtown Atlanta. If 
the track is right and at its best, it could 
be a national in ‘73. 

When Mark Brelsford was asked what 
the main reason was for his third 
national TT win at Ascot he replied 
simply, ''900cc's." 

Jim Rices BSA mile victory at 
Colorado Springs was by a half a lap. 
Not typical of recent mile track wins in 
recent years: which usually find at least 
two to five riders going into the last lap 
in contention. Jim lapped over half the 
field and, contrary to the official AMA 
bulletin, he did not gain a Main Event 
spot by coming through the semi — he 
won his heat race.

The first thing we noticed driving into 
the SRA pits was a mass of streamers 
trung out in each direction for about 
200 yards and a sign which read “No 
Riding In The Circle". After some super 
sleuthing, we discovered that this was 
the newest (and perhaps the best way) 
to contro] the old nemesis, the wild and 
woolly pit racer. This system was 
simple; you drove into the circle, 
backed your rig up to the edge and 
unloaded.

Funniest thing was that it really 
worked! SRA has been using this 
concept for about two months now and 
report no incidents or problems.

MONOTRACK: | 
Updating the Street Machine 


The “treatment” to a Kawasaki Three; street legal.

Back in 1971 Cycle News ran a cover 
featuring a drawing by Dan Hannebrink 
of a very advanced-looking motorcycle. 
The caption read "Is this the 
motorcycle of the future?", and the 
article speculated that the machine 
might be a reality by 1985. 

Recently, however, word drifted back 
to us that Dan Hannebrink and his 
Monotrack Engineering were working 
on something really far out. I made 
plans to go check it out. When I called, 
Dan was still at Road Atlanta where he 
took 14th in the Junior race. As soon as 
he returned I made arrangements to see 
him, and his projects. 

Monotrack Engineering is located in a 
shop complex, surrounded by many 
housing complexes in Costa Mesa, 
California. The sign in the doorway said 
"Keep Out." I did, until Hannebrink 
invited me in. The first thing I saw as I 
entered the shop was a strange, 
boxy-looking car. The rear of the car 
sprouts three expansion chambers which 
connect to a Kawasaki 500 engine. 
Around the car are all sorts of 
motorcycle parts. On the wall hang road 
racing fairings, expansion chambers, 


various different swing arms, drawings,

and two bicycles. Around the shop are 
magnesium wheels, crankshafts, 
cylinders, frames, machine tools, and 
two assistants. 

Hannebrink escorted me into his 
office where the feeling of the man 
really comes through. Road racing 
screams at you from everywhere in 
pictures, drawings, photos and parts. 
Back in the corner is an engineering 
award he received for some bike project. 
A Laverda 750 engine sits next to the 
door and The Project (Hannebrink’s 
version of street bike of the future) sits 
on and around a drawing board across 


the room, But Ill get to that later. 

His reaction when I mentioned Road 
Atlanta was not of his own race but that 
of Cliff Carr. Carr had just fitted his 
Kawasaki | 750 racer with twin 
Monotrack mag wheels and 12 inch disc 
brakes. "We've never put two 12 inch 
discs on a wheel before. have one 12 
inch disc on my Yamaha TR-2 and there 
are two 10 inch units on that H1-R, but 
they wanted the maximum.” 

The results were quite impressive. 
Carr ran right with the front runners, 
and was engaged in a dice with Gary 
Nixon.for a long time. Even though the 
factory-sponsored Team Hansen 
Kawasaki that Nixon was riding was 
equipped with disc brakes, the 
Monotrack units shone. ““They’d come 
down that long hill and into that turn at 
the bottom where all the racing 
fraternity were standing. Carr would 
pick up a couple of lengths on Nixon 
every lap.” Carr had some problems. 
First in a gas stop, and he finally lost his 
crankshaft, but not before Hannebrink 
took several orders for brakes and 
wheels. 

Af further testimony to the quality 
of his products, Hannebrink pulled a 
wheel off a bench and handed it to me. 


air-oil shocks, mucho magnesium 


The wheel had been on "Courage of 
Australia”, a three-wheeled 
rocket-powered dragster that had gone 
311 mph and 5.107 seconds in the 
quarter. All three wheels were 
Monotrack items with Dan’s brakes. The 
wheel I was holding had some scratches 
on the spokes. ‘That happened when it 
(the dragster) got sideways in a 
demonstration run in Australia. I guess 
one of the pucks got involved with the 
wheel." The builders of the machine are 
now building a world land speed record 
machine, which they expect to break 
the sound barrier. It will have

The wheels are magnesium. 
Hannebrink really likes mag. “It’s 40 
percent lighter than aluminum and 


stronger. I’ve lots of experience casting 
it, and it machines beautifully. It’s also 
easier to weld that aluminum,” 
Hannebrink is an engineer. The 
business end of Monotrack bothers him 
some. He regrets being forced to run the 
business end of Monotrack, “I’m an 
engineer. I like working out in the shop 
or at the drawing board.” The engineer 
has theories on the future of 
pavement-going motorcycles. ''Racing 
bikes will evolve along the same lines as 
cars and street bikes will follow racing 
bikes." At the moment, cars are much

faster around a road racing course than - 


bikes. "It's amazing that bikes can get 
around as fast as they do, mostly 
because. of their narrower track." 
Following automotive trends, Dan sees 
several general advances coming about 
in motorcycle design: lower center of 
gravity, better power to weight ratio, 
and a larger contact patch. 

Along these lines, Hannebrink has 
several irons in the fire. His Yamaha 
TR2 sports sixteen inch wheels with 
very special Goodyear tires. With this 
modification, he has both lowered the 
machine and increased the contact 
patch. The tires are over four and a half 
inches wide. His praise and respect for 
Goodyear are very impressive. He 
consults them and receives a great deal 
of help from them, “If Suzuki had gone 
to the tire people and asked them to 
develop a tire and make 
recommendations they would ahve been 
better off at Daytona. Instead they 
developed 100 horsepower and when 
the tire came apart said, ‘You've got a 


week to come up with something.’ 
Nicholas can tell you how well it 
worked,” 

Another idea that Monotrack is 


playing with is belt drive. Honda 750s 
have had a lot of chain problems, so 
American Honda had Hannebrink put a 
belt on one. 


There was a Kawasaki 750 in the 
shop when I was there to be fitted with 
the full complement of - goodies. 
Contrary to rumor, the Monotrack 
air-oil suspension units are still available. 
They will go on the Kaw 750-3 along 
with wheels, fiberglass, and swing arm 
kit. The swing arm kit for the 500 Kaw 
fits right on, also. 


So what will Dan Hannebrink’s 
version of the great American 
motorcycle look like? Well, I can’t tell 
you. Not yet. Hannebrink wants the 
first one finished and out running 
around before everyone and his kid 
brother knows how it looks and 
performs. It will be along soon and will 
be using all proven components — but it 
will be a Hannebrink original. It will be 
a road machine, with a companion 
racing version. It will be more 
“American” than any other project bike 
around, It will also be here before 1985, 
which is incredible enough in itself.

John DeSoto was back at the beach 
tonight, but lo and behold, John was 
riding the 250 and 500 classes aboard 
CZ's, not Suzukis. In talking to John in 
the pits, he wanted it clearly understood 
that he was only trying the CZ's and no 
commitments of any kind on John's 


_ part have been made. 


Bill Payne, John DeSoto, and Dave 
Pessy nicked up all the money in both 
the 250 and 500 Expert classes. Bill 
Payne was first overall in both classes on 
his Maicos, DeSoto was third in the 250 
class and second in the 500 class, Dave 
Pessy was second in the 250 and third in 
the 500. 

The 250 and 500 Expert classes were 
filled to overflowing with head to head 
racing, excitment, and happenings in 
every moto. David Pessy took his Ossa 
out in front in the first moto with a 
hole shot that was so good that nobody 
was about to catch him and he won it 
breezing. In the second round for the 
250’s, DeSoto took the lead, with Hart 
second and Payne third. That’s the way

To say the crowd was 
hysterical would be like saying that 
water is wet.
